S,0. 230(E),—In excicise of the powers conferred by 
Sec Linn 169 of the Rcpiesentation of the People Act, 1951 
'43 of 1951), the i cntial (jovunment after consulting the 
1 lection Commission, hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, 
namely :— 

L (1) These rules may be called the Conduct of Elec¬ 
tions (Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

2, They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 (hereinafter 
leferred to as the principal rules). 

(a) after the heading to Pait IV, the following sh.il! 
be inserted, namely : — 

“Chapter 1 
Voting by ballot” ; 

(b) in rule 28, for the words “In this Part”, the words 
*Tn this Chapter and Chapter IT” shall be substi¬ 
tuted ; 

(c) after rule 49, the following shall be inserted 

namely ;— 

‘Chapter II 

Voting by Electronic Voting Machines 

49A. Design of Eletronic Voting Machines,—Every 
electionic voting machine (hcrem.iftcj referred to as the \Umg 
machine) shall have a control unit and a balloting unit and 
shall be of such designs as may be approved by the Election 
Commission. 

49B, Preparation of voting machine by the returning 
Officer :— 

(1) The balloting unit of the voting machine shall contain 
such particulars and in such language or languages 
as the Election Commission may specify. 

(2) The names of the candidates shall be arranged on 
the balloting unit in the same order in which they 
appear in the list of the contesting candidates. 

(3) Jf two or more candidates bear the same name, they 

shall be distinguished by the addition of their occu¬ 
pation or residence or in som© other manner. 

(4) Subject to the foregoing provisions of this rule, the 
returning officer shall,— 

(a) fix the label containing the names and symbol of 
the contesting candidates in the balloting unit and 
secure that unit with his seal and the seals of such 
of the contesting candidates or their election agents 
present as are desirous of affixing the same ; 

(b) set the number of contesting candidates and close 
the candidate set section in the control unit and 
secure it with his seal and the seals of such of the 
contesting candidates or their election agents pre¬ 
sent as are desiious of affixing the same. 

49C. Arrangements al the Polling Stations.—(1) Outside 
each polling station there shall be displayed prominently— 

(a) a notice specifying Ihe polling area, the electors of 
which are entitled to vote at the polling station and, 
when the polling area has more than one polling 
station, the particulars of the electors so entitled ; 
and 

(T>) a copy of Ihe list of contesting candidates. 
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(2) At each polling station there shall be set up one or 
more voting compartments in which the electors can record 
their votes free from observation. 

(3) The returning officer shall provide at each polling 
station one voting machine and copies of relevant part of the 
electoral roll and such other election material as may b« 
necessaiy for taking the poll, 

(4) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-rule (3), 
the reluming officer may, with the previous approval of th# 
Election Commission, provide one common voting machine 
for two or moie polling stations located in the same piemises, 

49D. Admission to polling stations.—The presiding officer 
shall regulate the number of electors, to be admitted at any 
one lime inside the polling station and shall exclude Ihere- 
Irom all persons other than, 

(a) polling officers ; 

(b) public servants on duty in connection with the 

election ; 

(c) persons authorised by the Election Commission ; 

(d) candidates, their election agents and subject to the 
provisions of rule 13, one polling agent of each 
candidate ; 

(e) a child in arms accompanying as elector ; 

(f) a person accompanying a blind or infirm elector who 

cannot move without help ; and 

(g) such other persons as fhc returning officer or the 
presiding officer may employ under sub-rule (2) of 
rule 49-(i r.r mb-mlc (1) ot rule 49-H. T 

4yp. Preparation of voting machine for poll.—1 The control 
unit and balloting unit of every voting machine used at polling 
station shall bear a lable marked with— 

(a) the serial number, if any, and the name of th« 
constituency; 

(b) the serial number and name of the polling station 
or stations as the case may be ; 

(c) the serial number of the unit ; and 

(d) the date of poll. 

(2) Immediately before the commencement of the poll, the 
presiding officer shall demonstrate to the polling agents and 
other persons present that no voter has been already recorded 
in the voting machine and it bears the label referred to In 
sub-rule (4), 

(3) A paper seal shall be used for securing the control 
unit of the voting machine, and the presiding officer shall 
affix his own signature on the paper seal and obtain thereon 
the signature of such of the polling agents present as are 
desirous of affixing the same. 

(4) The presiding officer shall thereafter fix the paper 
seal so signed in the space meant therefor in the control 
in it of the voting machine art! shall secure and seal lh« 
same. 

(5) The seal used for securing the control unit shall be 
fixed in such manner that after the unit has been sealed, it is 
not possible to press "the ‘‘result button 1 ' without breaking 
the seal. 

(6) The control unit shall be closed and seemed and placed 
in full view of the presiding officer and the polling agents 
and the balloting unit placed in the voting compartment, 

49F. Maiked copy of electoral roll—Immediately before 
the commencement of the poll, the presiding officer shvll 
also demonstrate to the Polling agents and others present 
that the marked copy of the electoral roll to be used during 
the poll does not contain— 

fa) any miry other than that made in pursuance of 
clause (b) of sub-rule (2) of rule 20; and 
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(b) any mark other than the mark made in pursuance 
of chuise (b) of sub-rule (2) of rule 23, 

49G. Facilities for women electors.—(1) Where a polling 
station is for both men and women electors, the presiding 
officer may direct that they shall be admitted into the polling 
station alternately in separate batches, 

(2) The returning officer or the presiding officer may 
appoint a women to serve as an attendant at Tiny polling 
station to assist women electors and also lo assist the pre¬ 
siding officer generally in tkaing the poll in respect of women 
electors, and, in particular, to help/frisking any woman 
elector in case it becomes necessary* 

49H. Identification of electois.—(t) The presiding officer 
may employ at the polling station such persons as he thinks 
fit to help in the identification of the electors or to assist 
him otherwise in taking the poll, 

(2) As each elector enters the polling station, the piesid- 
inp officer or the polling officer authorised by him In this 
behalf shall check the elector’s name and other particulars 
with the relevant entry in the electoral roll and then call out 
the serial number, name and other particulars of the 
elector. 

(3) Where the polling stntion is situated m a constituency 
electors of which have been supplied with identity cards 
under the provisions of the Registration of Electors Rujes, 
I960, the clecto- shall produce his identity card before the 
presiding officer or the polling officer authorised by him in 
this behalf. 

(4) In deciding the right of a person to enst his vote, the 
presiding officer or the polling officer, as the case may be, 
shall over look th* clerical or printing errors in an entry in 
the electoral roll if he is satisfied that such person is identical 
with the elector to whom such entry relates.

(3) The presiding officer shall thereafter hold a summary 
inquiry into the challenge and may for that purpose.— 
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(a) require the cliullengei to adduce evidence m proof 
of the challenge and the person challenged to adduce 
evidence m pi oof of his identity ; 

(b) put to the person challenged any questions neces¬ 
sary for the purpose of establishing his identity and 
icquire him to answer them on oath ; and 

(c) administer an oath to the person challenged and any 
other person offering to give evidence. 

(4) If, after the inquiry, the piesiding oilier considers 
tha L ihe challenge has not been established he shall allow 
the peison challenged to vote ; and if he considers that the 
challenge has been established, he shall debar the person 
challenged from voting. 

(5) If the presiding officer is of the opinion that the 
challenge is frivolous or has not been made in good faith, he 
shall direct that the deposit made under sub-rule (1) be 
forfeited to Government, and in any other case, returned to 
the challenge at the conclusion of the inquiry. 

49K. Safeguards against personation.—(1) Every elector 
about whose identity the presiding officer or the polling officer, 
as the case may be, is satisfied, shall allow his left fore¬ 
finger to be inspected by the presiding officer or polling 
officer and an indelible ink mark to be put on it. 

(2) If any elector— 

(a) refuse to allow his left forefinger to be inspected 
or marked in accordance with sub-rule (1) or has 
already such a mark on his left forefinger Or does
